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aaims 1-5 were exanuned and r^ected under 102(a) based onEngUsh. Claims 1 and 3-5 
and the specification were subject to objections based on informalities. Claims 1-4 have been 
amended. Reconsideratioft and fiirlhcr examination are respectfi^ 

The presendy claimed invention distinguishes EngUsh because it is distributed, and not 
reUant on spedal^mipose devices such as a poatiomng network. The technique of identic 
positions of access points and controlling those access points through a central server is now well 
known. for example^ teaches that the position network (1002) uses reference impulse 

radio units (1016) and a net controller (1018) to calculate positions via triangulation and control 
the network, (paragraph 01 67). Some of the shortcomings of that solution are that it does not 
scale well, it creates a single point of feiluie, and it requires new, spedal-puipose devices. In 
contrast, the presently claimed technique enables the wireless device itself to participate in 
configuration dedsions. For example, the wirdess device determines whether to attempt to 
change associations between access points based on fectors such as distance indicated by signal 
strength. Claim 1 therefore distinguishes English by reddng 'logic for ascertainin&_bL^ 
wireless device, whether the vwrdess device should attenq)t to associate with another access 
p nint the aacertairin^ lope oDer a Ti"p ^ i"-i>art on indications of aanal strengths of 
transmissions finm the mrrent and ahamative access Points." (emphasis added) Claims 2-5 are 
depradent claims which fiiither distinguish the invention, and which are allowable for the same 
reason as claim 1 . Withdrawal of the rqeotions of daims 1-5 based on English b therefore 
requested. 

WrXh regard to the informalities, the corrections to the specification and claims are self- 
explanatory. However, Applicant has declined to add the limitation that "x** and "y" are inters 
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in daim 4 since this is unnecessarily limiting. In paiticuJar, the technique might be implemented 
with non-integ^ values.
